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HEALTH IMPROVEMENT THROUGH 


Ed.M., Dr. P.H., Visiting Professor Health Education, 
School Public Health, University California 


Teachers engaged the many problems general 
education may feel that changes health status are 
slow, but those you who follow professional public 
health literature realize that major health problems are 
being solved with surprising frequency and rapidity. 
Fundamental changes continually appear health 
status, the utilization scientific health and medical 
knowledge and the health practices groups 
people. Let cite two such instances, which you 
will see that education played important part. 

Complete data concerning deaths from diphtheria 
1943 show that diphtheria deaths all ages the 
United States fell below one per hundred thousand per- 
sons for the first The diphtheria death rate 
children under years age fell below five per hun- 
dred thousand. Only 1,000 American children, 
approximately, died from diphtheria that year, 
whereas over 30,000 would have died the death rate 
quarter century ago still persisted. Within this 
generation has become possible completely elim- 
inate the disease. During the three-year period 
1940-41-42, Delaware had diphtheria deaths under 
years age; although three States had death rates 
above per hundred thousand. Few deaths, any, 
would appear anywhere the public would use suffi- 
cient immunization procedures, and deaths would 
take place all parents had learned call physician 
promptly, that sufficient amount diphtheria anti- 
toxin could administered early the infection. 

Let give you some information containing evi- 
dence changed health status and health practices

from your own San Francisco’s 
Chinatown, the birth rate has fallen from 40.2 per thou- 
sand population 1924 11.8 1937, with rise 
18.8 1943. During the past years, Chinese births 
hospitals have increased 320 per cent, while the 
city-wide births hospitals increased only 
per cent. 1936, the Chinese infant mortality rate 
was exactly twice that the city. now compares 
favorably with that for the rest the city. The death 
rate Chinatown has fallen from 22.4 per thousand 
1924 12.9 1943, compared with the 1943 city 
death rate 12.7. 

Countless other examples health improvement 
could cited, and each them the education the 
people would found play some part. 

You have asked for some examples showing how com- 
munities have solved specific health problems. Let 
give you few examples problem solving health 
improvement produced teachers alone and teach- 
ers working with other groups the community. 

The first example that experiment carried 
out city and institution higher learning 
which intensive program health education was 
introduced into selected schools see what extent 
the health habits children could The 
growth rate comparable group children other 
schools the same city was watched well the 
growth rate the children the experimental group. 
sufficient improvement healthful living took place 
among the children receiving health education pro- 
duce statistically reliable increase the growth rate 
compared with that the control group. 
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Lest should seem you that growth matter 
heredity which not health practices, cer- 
tain facts are called your attention. Japanese chil- 
dren California have been found larger for 
their age than Japanese children Tokyo. The chil- 
dren Russian-born Jews New York City were 
found Dr. Holt average inch and half taller 
than their parents. Dr. Collis reported that the chil- 
dren who went into the textile mills Lancashire the 
age were about the same height other children 
that time, but the age they averaged about 
inch and half shorter. 

Another striking example the effect education 
found the fact that automobile traffic fatalities 
for school-age children have been dropping, while simi- 
lar fatalities for other age groups have continued 
rise. 

DENTAL HEALTH IMPROVED 


illustration the effect teacher activity the 
nity which the teachers undertook get every pos- 
sible child the elementary school his family dentist 
dental clinie for the completion all necessary 
corrective work during each school the 
beginning this project, about per cent the ele- 
mentary school children had all necessary dental work 
completed each year. the end years about 
per cent had all necessary dental work completed annu- 
ally, and there had been the availability 
free dental service. 

study the dental health status the children 
the sixth and seventh grades that gave data 
showing that the number lost teeth per hundred 
dren was 48, whereas group comparable cities 
neighboring State, had been shown 137. 
was also possible compare dental health status for 
these children with that the children Hagerstown, 


Maryland, which has been surveyed carefully the 


dental authorities the Public Health Service. 
The city which the teachers had been working the 
correction dental defects had about one-seventh 
much uncorrected did Hagerstown. 

interesting evidence along the same line was 
found the study the correction dental defects 
two different methods New York City. one 
group children the teachers alone undertook 
secure dental corrections persuading the children 
the dentist the clinic. With comparable 
group children, dentists and dental hygienists were 
provided make health examinations and follow 
the children into the home letters and personal visits 
persuade the children and parents have necessary 
corrections made. ‘‘Both procedures brought com-

The above cases have been cited show what 
important contribution teachers alone can make the 
promotion health. most situations community 
agencies will work upon problem, and teachers 
will cooperate with these other groups. 


DIRECT AND INDIRECT LEARNING 


easy see why the community approach the 
solution problem means health education has 
become increasingly important. have learned 
experience that the mere presentation health facts 
from textbook school health department pub- 
licity can not relied upon change the health prac- 
tices the people. The schools have found that the 
indirect learning pupils connection with their 
school experiences outside the hygiene class may 
important even more important than their direct 
learning through formal health instruction. 

have often made the mistake allowing these 
indirect learnings contradict directly what were 
teaching direct instruction. have taught the 
children that they should wash their hands after going 
the toilet and before meals, but many schools have 
provided opportunity for hand washing. have 
told children that physicians are thorough, careful, 
friendly individuals who would give complete and 
examination, followed detailed and 
friendly individual advice, but the schools have pur- 
chased little medical time, many communities, that 
the physician has been unable any these 
things. 

From experiences such these, the child 
that the schools not really believe what they teach. 
This bad, not only for health education, but also for 
general education and preparation for citizenship. 

Again have found that the home and the school 
need work together upon the health practices 
which seek improvement. The child can not 
expected change his behavior matters over which 
has control. Only when parents and teachers are 
working together harmony can the best results 
achieved. 

Going step farther, have frequently found that 
health education has been thwarted because the child 
finds that the community does not concern itself with 
the maintenance health has been led believe 
should. 

Thus, too many instances, the child told that 
some health should followed, but finds 
that not followed the school, his home, 
his community. There relation between theory 
and practice. The child reaches adult life with 
knowledge the existence health problems, but, 
unfortunately, with the belief that community can 
solve them. 
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COMMUNITY ORGANIZATION 


Over the last decade find that increasing num- 
ber communities have organized for the solution 
some particular health problem mobilizing all 
their community leadership the field health. 
Usually this has been done under the leadership the 
Department Health and the school system, but some- 
times under the leadership voluntary health agen- 
cies. The experience some the communities 
the United States which have been outstanding the 
development cooperation between health depart- 
ments and school systems found report 
the American Publie Health 

brief description similar project eastern 
city about the size San Francisco may interest. 
This project was not reported the committee report 
just mentioned. water-front section about 50,000 
people, health educator was assigned work within 
the district. She first went each the physicians 
the explain the type work she expected 
do. This resulted the first district medical meeting 
which had been held years, with the appointment 
committee cooperate any public health proj- 
ects. similar procedure was followed with the den- 
tists, clergy, the school principals, and the leaders 
voluntary and social agencies concerned with health 
and community welfare. district health council was 
organized which began study its health problems. 

From many problems which the council considered, 
decided attack first the problem rat control. 
Rats were studied menace health, economy and 
safety. material was prepared. Public 
meetings were held. The schools developed and taught 
junior and senior high school units rat control, 
the time the adults the community were waging their 
educational campaign. 

The Health Council asked the Health Department 
for rat survey, and members their group visited the 
homes advance the surveyors, interest the house- 
holders. The survey showed some half dozen steps 
which needed taken most houses, such the 
use cement with glass the plugging rat 
runways. The shop department the junior high 
school taught these steps, not only their own boys, 
but also boys who came over from the 
parochial schools. subsequent meetings attended 
large numbers home owners and landlords, selected 
pupils demonstrated these procedures, while experts 
rat control discussed the general problem. 

result this community campaign, 
appreciable progress was made toward the elimination 
rats. When pupils reported home that they were 
studying rat control, parents were delighted use 
their newly knowledge the sub- 


ject with the children. They were proud tell the 


children what progress the community was making. 

problem solving one the best pos- 
sible educational experiences. Personal and 
health seem very worthwhile and pupils 
who participate successful community health pro- 
grams. They are not likely tolerate health menace 
during adult life they have participated the sue- 
cessful elimination similar menace their com- 
munity during school days. 

When the sets out improve its own health, 
finds that needs the assistance the health depart- 
ment and comes appreciate the health department 
constructive service within govern- 
ment. There comes also appreciation democracy, 
which the government belongs the people and 
willing help them when they need it. Too often 
people nothing toward solving their own problems, 
but from their passive dissatisfaction they the 
governmental agencies. 


SCHOOL HEALTH EDUCATION 


The proven value organized community effort 
health way implies that the school system 
should not have organized health education plan. 
school system can satisfied with its contribution 
the health children until has brought together 
its best available experts health and 
plan sound, practical, constructive, progressive pro- 
gram school health and health education. Every 
statement the objectives general education has 
given such importance health that educator would 
deny the desirability implanting some definite health 
knowledge needed and with the 
interest and responsibilities the child. Teachers are 
entitled know what physicians, nurses, and other 
health specialists are willing for them and their 
children, and what these specialists wish teachers 
for them. Definite plans need made see that 
sound experiences come children 
nection with school sanitation, school health services, 
and the hygienic arrangement the school day. Regu- 
lar weighing and measuring, which gives children the 
elementary school opportunity their 
growth, physical education program, the school luneh, 
the day-by-day teacher-pupil relationship, the mainte- 
nance teacher health, and innumerable other items 
are important that they can not neglected the 
planning modern program general 

Yes, the school system does need its own planned 
health program; but should ready 
suspend that program for brief intervals time when 
there opportunity for the schools participate 
community-wide program which the mobilization

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agencies, homes, adults, and children will 
specific, important, and desirable health benefit the 


community. When city seeks better itself using 
education tool for health improvement, can not 
afford without the help the public schools. They 
represent the most important educational social mech- 
anism. They have staff trained the processes 
education. These teachers are already employed the 
community, and they are the kind persons who would 
not desire left out any plan for community 
betterment. 

Let improve democracy working it, not 
studying the weaknesses government. can teach 
democracy youth and strengthen the democratic 
process organized community effort prevent 
disease and prolong and enrich human life. 
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PRIORITIES PURCHASE 
SURPLUS PROPERTY 


Under Regulation issued the Surplus Property 
Administration, States and their political subdivisions 
and instrumentalities have priority second only 
Federal agencies purchase surplus property. Edu- 
cational and public health agencies have the additional 
per cent.

However, has been demonstrated 
that this best performed health depart- 
ments which employ qualified, specialized staff. 


addition certain educational pro- 
grams for which training and experience the health 
educator particularly suited, one the chief func- 
tions the educational staff assist other staff mem- 
bers recognize and utilize their educational oppor- 
tunities. Thus, the employment health educator 
should accelerate rather than diminish the educational 
activities physicians, nurses, sanitarians, clerks and 
other health department personnel. 


Experience California and elsewhere has demon- 
motivating people healthful living and work 
together improve health conditions, must 
conducted the local level. State agencies can give 
assistance but the actual job must done the 
community. 


Edueators who are themselves part the com- 
munity, who have intimate knowledge its health 
environment and resources, who know its inhabitants 
and their capacities, are position work with 
people directing social towards constructive 
accomplishment the fields personal and public 
hygiene. 

addition the programs being started Rich- 
mond and Santa Barbara, only three persons are 
present employed full time health education local 
California health departments, Oakland, San Fran- 
and Kern County. The health departments 
Sonoma and San Luis Obispo Counties have the part 
time services health educator and vacancies exist 
San Francisco, Los Angeles City and Los Angeles 
County departments. 

The Committee Administrative Practices the 
American Public Health Association, its report, 
Local Health Units for the Nation, states that health 
educators should employed local health depart- 
ments provide minimum services California.

ATTORNEY OPINION 
LOCAL REGISTRARS 


The State Registrar Vital Statistics may not 
appoint county health officer local registrar 
for the district under his jurisdiction health officer 
primary registration districts, nor may the State Regis- 
trar incorporate primary registration districts into 
county districts. 

This opinion was given the Attorney General 
December 12, 1945, response request from the 
State Department Health. Following the 
opinion 


the provisions Section 10050 the State 
divided into registration districts and such districts are 
primary registration districts (Section 
10051) and primary rural registration districts (See- 
tion 10052). 

Section 10100 provides, subject the exceptions 
expressed Sections 10101 and 10102, that each city 
city and county constituting primary registration 
district the clerk such city city and county shall 
perform the duties local registrar. 

Section provides that ‘‘shall’’ mandatory. 

Section 10101, one the exceptions Section 10100, 
requires the health officer perform the duties the 
local registrar when the freeholder’s charter city 
city and county constituting primary registration 
distriet provides for health officer. 

Section 10102 the second exception section 10100 
and provides that where the county health officer acts 
city health officer for city which constitutes pri- 
mary district under contract, authorized law, the 
county health officer the registrar. 

Section 10103 pertains counties maintaining 
county-wide health department and requires the county 
health officer perform the duties local registrar 
for all territory the county not included the 
primary registration district. 

Section 10104 also material the questions pre- 
sented. This section refers counties other than those 
considered Section 10103 and provides that the State 
Registrar shall appoint, subject the approval the 
State Department Health, local registrar 


primary rural districts such counties. The State 
Registrar also empowered remove such local regis- 
trar for failure neglect perform his duties. 

The express provisions the statute have divided 
the State into registration districts and with the excep- 
tion Section 10104 have designated the person 
perform the duties local registrar primary regis- 
tration districts and primary 
districts. 

consolidate primary registration districts into county 
districts provided the statute, the State Registrar 
Vital Statistics may not appoint county health offi- 
cer local registrar for the district under his juris- 
diction health officer primary registration dis- 
tricts, nor may the State Registrar incorporate primary 
registration districts into county
